Few books on current issues in this country 
merit the attention that should be given to Pro- 
fessor F. R. Scott's lucid and instructive analysis 
f “Canada Today,” a study of our national 
interests and national policy. 

Published by the Canadian Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs, this book by the professor of 
civil law at McGill university, was composed as 
an information paper for use by the Canadian 
delegation at the Sydney conference on British 
Commonwealth relations this summer, 

Like all Institute publications, Professor 
Scott's work is marked by an objectivity and de- 
votion to fact that bear the genuine mark of 
honest research. The Institute, as such, is pre- 
cluded by its constitution from expressing an 
opinion on any aspect of British Commonwealth 
relations or of domestic or international aff . 
The views expressed in this book are, therefore, 
purely individual 

But so valuable was Professor Scott's review 
of Caneca’s present problems, that the Institute 
decided make it available for the general 
public, in order to acquaint it with the real forces 
moulding Canada’s destiny.

Most ancient records indicate that horse racing as an organized 
sport dated from about the reign of Henry VIN, Charles If was the 
first English king to ride his own horse in a race. In 1671 Charles 
rode “Woodcock” against a “Mr. Elliot of the Bedchamber” on Flat- 
foot, His Majesty was beaten, but not discouraged. He came back 
two days later in another race and won. In 1674 Charles won a plate 
race against three others and a spectator stated in a letter, that is 
still preserved, that the other competitors didn't hold in their horses 
to give the king a win. It seems to have been on the up and up. 
Charles did all his racing at Newmarket.
